West Pullman Contractor Is 
Declared Not Guilty of 
Murdering His Wife 

by Poison. 


CROWD CHEERS IN COURT. 


His Three Little Children Go

Knute O. Knudson, the West Pullman con- | 


tractor, on triel for the murder of his wife, 
Johanne Auguste, by administering arsenic 
in smell doses, wae acquitted last night after 
the jury in the Criminal court hed deliber- 
ated for eight hours.

OIL TRUST 2,000 YEARS OLD. |- 


Advises Changa, in Corporation Ethics 
to Keep Pace with Times. 


New York, Jan. 18.—{Special.}—The Sher- 
man anti-trust law and the interstate com- 
merce commission are mistakes, according 
to President Hadley of Yale university, who, 
in an article on the “ Ethics of Corporate 
Management’’ in the last North American 
Review, puts himself on record as follows: 

“ Personally I am one of those who look 
with serious distrust on each extension of 
political activity. I believe that the inter- 
state commerce law did more to prevent wise 
railroad regulation than any other event in 
the history of the country. I think that the 
courts would have dealt with our industrial 
problems better than they have done if the 
anti-trust act never had been passed, 

“TI have gravely doubted the wisdom of 
some of the more recent measures passed by 
the national government. But I cannot shut 
my eyes to the fact that these things are 
what business men must expect, unless busi- 
ness ethics is modified to meet existing con- 
ditions. , 


Corporations Must Change Ethics. 

“Industrial corporations grew up into 
power because they met these needs of the 
past. To stay in power they must meet the 
needs of the present and arrange their ethics 
accordingly. If they can do it by their own 
volumtary development of the senwe of trus- 
teeship, that is the simplest and best solution.

Hand Grasped by Prosecutor.

In the beginning of his article the president 
of Yale indirectly confers the title of ‘‘ mon- 
arch ’’ on President Roosevelt. 

Dr. Hadley first tells how the philosopher 
Thales of ancient Miletus cornered all the 
olive presses in that region. Continuing, he 
says: 

“ There was a man in Syracuse in the days 
of Dionysius the tyrant who bought all the 
iron in Sicily on so narrow a margin that, 
without raising the price much, he was able 
to make twice the amount of his total in- 
vestment in a short time. When Dionysius 
the tyrant heard of this he was pleased with 
the ingenuity of the man and told Him that 
he might keep his money, but that he had 
better leave Syracuse. 

Standard Oil 2,000 Years Ago. 

“These stories show plainly enough that 
monopolies are no new thing—that more than 
2000 years ago there was a Standard Oil 
company of Asia Minor, and a United States 
Steel corporation of Sicily. 

“and the president of the United States 
is by no means the first who addressed him- 


‘self aggressively to the problem of trust reg- 


ulation. But in ancient times these monop- 
olfes of producers or merchants were an ex- 
ception; now they are becoming the general 
rule. 

“fhe worst things which were done in our 
insurance companies represent as pious a 
regard for the law and as scrupulous observ- 
ance of the principles of morality ag com- 
pared with some of the transactions in Erie 
in the early *70s." 

Dr. Hadiley’s article continues with: a his- 
tory of the growth of trusts from the times of 
the Greeks and Romans. He contends that 
corporate combinetions are but the out- 
growth of present day conditions—the neces- 
sity with which business finds HKeelf con- 
fronted. Until the manner of humen tra ffic- 
ing is radically changed he can see no good 
to result from anti-trust legislation.

Combination Car in Splinters. 

The first car behind the baggage car was 
a combination coach and it was torn to splin- 
ters. One passenger who escaped with his 
life from this car, reports that there were 
from twelve to fifteen other passengers in 
this coach. He believes they were all killed. 

Only one body has so far been recovered. 


Occupants of Pullman Escape. 

Most if not all of the passengers in the 
Pullman are believed to have escaped. 

The wreck took place a little more than half 
a mile east of the depot. The freight and 
passenger met head on, both running fast. 
Almost tmmediately the wrecked passenger 
cars caught fire. 

Tt was some time before news that a wreck 
had occurred was brought into Fowler. As 
soon as possible every aid was sent out. 

In the confusion t was impossible to as- 
certain the mumber of casualties. The crews 
of both engines were killed. And their bodtes 
buried under the wreckage. With inade- 
quate facilities for ¢xtinguishing the fire 
sweeping over the wrecked cars these burned 
so flercely that tt was impossible for rescue 
parties to reach them. How many were in- 
jured im the first crash and unable to escape 
were burned to death it was impossible to 
lam * 


Phelps Stokes and Wife Quit Settle- 
ment Work Owing to Handicaps. 


New York, Jan. 18.—The Rev. Dr. James 
Roscoe Day, chancellor of Syracuse univer- 
sity, in his address to the Syracuse Alumni 
association at its annual dinner at the Hotel 
Astor tonight, attacked the arguments in 
favor of the poor and charitable and philen- 
thropic movements, which had been ad- 
vanced a few moments before by J. G. Phelps 
Stokes and Rose Pastor Stokes, his wife. 

“What is all thie cry that is being made 
about the poor wage earner,”’ asked Dr. Day. 
“ The wage earners get enough for what they 
do and a great many of them get more. I 
know the poor. I have been among them 
and have studied them. I know that they 
are the chief support of upwards of 10,000 
saloons in this city: I know that they are the 
chief causes of. intemperance and shiftless- 
ness, and then the blame is put on the hard 
hearted corporations. 

Would Help Poor to Learn. 

“We ghould cease some of the philan- 
thropy ‘which we practice and help the poor 
to learn their duty, and to make them help 
themselves. 

“T once asked of a contractor why he 
asked so high a price for a building. He 
said, ‘I cannot get mechanics,’ and it’s no 
wonder he couldn't. They won’t allow me- 
chanics to be made nowadays; every man is 
climbing over the other to assist his own 
progress. I believe there is not a greater 
piece of despotism that rules today than labor 
unionism. It is a hindrance iteelf to the ad- 
vance of man. } 

Wants Big Corporations. 

“TY believe in large things, large corpora- 
tions. The corporations are not large enough, 
the railroads are not big enough. The rail- 
roads are being taxed by commerce and traf- 
fic, and instead of being discouraged by acts 
of congress they should be given free rein 
to reach the limit of their necesgities un- 
hindered,”’ 

The addresses of Mr. and Mrs. Stokes, 
which were criticised by Dr. Day, not in a 
personal way, as he put it, were on the sub- 
ject of their work among the settlement 
houses of this city. 

Mr. Stokes and his wife both announced 
that they had retired from settlement work 
convinced that under present conditions of 
the greed of millionaires it was useless to 
try to better the condition of the poor, 


Blames Conditions on Wealth. 
Mr. Stokes said: 

“JT have practically given up settlement 
work as a means of ameliorating the condi- 
tions of poverty now being created and ever 
increasing. Instead of society caring for 
end trying to better the conditions of the 
people the wealthy classes seem content to 
allow them to become worse and worse. 

** Wealth seems to be arrayed against pov- 
erty. When we would have done something 
to better the condition of. the people in a 
certain section of; the east side we were 
blocked by. the Trinity church - captain. 
When we would Have cleanéd out a notorious 
block im the ‘xed Hgiht’ district, the effort 
was frustrated by a representative of the 
wealthiest landed family in New York.”’ 

Mrs. Stokes took the same view as her hus- 
band.

Young Maidens Venture Too Far on Ice, 
Which Breaks Beneath Them, Giving 
Them a Cold Ducking. 


Prompt action by two boys saved two 
Evanston girls who fell through the ice on 
Lake Michigan far out from the shore yester- 
day afternoon from any ill consequences of 
their accident except a cold ducking. 

Ralph Doolittle, 16 years old, son of W. W. 
Doolittle, 1818 Hinmen avenue, had accom- 
panied his younger sister, Olive, 14 years old, 
and a chum, Marion Phillips, 13 years oid, 
daughter of Dr. W. A. Phillips, 1711 Hinman 
avenue, on astroll along the lakeshore. Ata 
point a block south of the life saving station 
Ralph stopped to talk to Raymond Lawson, 
son of L. O. Lawson, retired captain of the 
Evanston life saving crew, and the girls wan- 
dered out over the snow hummocks along 
the beach upon the drift ice beyond. 

The two boys called to them several times 
not to dare out farther, but they continued 
until they were about 200 yards from the 
shore line, a point where the water is about 
ten feet deep, when the ice gave way beneath 
them and they were immersed up to their 
chins. 

Th boys set cut upon a run over the ice. 
At several places they sank through to their 
hips, but persisting they reached the girls in 
time to have them drawn to safety before 
the arrival of Capt. Jeneen from the station.

TELL OF FRIGHTFUL SCENES. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 

LONDON, Jan. 19, 3 a. m.—Belated Kings- 
ton dispatches retell the story of the disaster 
without adding many new features. They 
say that the suffering of the injured imme- 
diately after the shock was extremely pain- 
ful to see, especially as there were no means 
of relieving them. 

Among the most dreadful sights were num- 
bers of negroes who had been jammed in 
windows as they tried to escape through 
them, but had been pinned by falling timbers, 
which had either caused death or held the 


ee ee were burned to death. - 


or limbs. They did not know where to turn 
for rest or shelter. 

All the available surgeons were busy 
throughout the night amputating limbs and 
dressing wounds, but many of the injured 
died before morning. The bodies recovered 
in nowise indicate the total number of 
deathe. <A large number were burned to 
ashes. It is believed that the dead can 
be reckoned in the thousands instead of 
hundreds. 

One correspondent writes that the streets 
presented a sickening sight before the rescue 
parties got to work. The ruins of countless 
houses and huts were smoldering, and dead 
bodies were lying charred among the débris. 
Occasionally one heard groans or shrieks 
from those who were still alive, which min- 
gled strangely with the lamentations and 
prayers of thore who had escaped. 
the fire was at its height the neighing of 
horses corralied in the fire area drowned 
every other sound, though there were many 
explosions and the constant thud of falling 
timbers. 


From an Eye Witness. 

An undated dispatch from Holland bay 
to the Daily Mail, sent by Hamar Green- 
wood, M. P., who is one of Sir Alfred Jones’ 
party, contains the following: 

“Jesse Collings, Howell Davies, and my- 
self were entering the Myrtle bank hotel 
when the earth trembled. It then split into 
huge fissures, then cracked, and left a hol- 
lowed street. Fires then started and the 
scene became simply hellish.”’ 

After relating known facts Mr. Greenwood 
continues: ‘‘ The dead are taken in barges 
and buried behind Palisadoos. A tribute is 
due to the bravery of the black waiters and 
the staff at the hotel. It was really heroic. 

Every one is now recovering heart. The 
repairing of the tramway, railway, and tele- 
graphs is going on ed and night. There is 
a shortage of money.’ 


Not a Bandage Left. 

The Kingston correspondent of the Stand- 
ard in a dispatch dated Jan. 16 says there is 
scarcely a bandage left in Kingston. All the 
linen in the city had been used to make ban- 
dages and the women of Sir Alfred Jones’ 
party are constantly employed in making 
them. According to a pilot the old naval 
station at Port Royal is submerged to a 
depth of twenty-five feet. The foundations 
of many of the houses in Port Royal have 
subsided six feet. 

It is officially announced that President 
Roosevelt’s message of condolence and offer 
of assistance for the edrthquake sufferers 
has been gratefully acknowledged. The 
newspapers remark wtin gratification that 
the United States did not wait for an accept- 
ance of the offer to help, but gave a prac- 
tical demonstration of her sympathy-imme- 
diately. 

Leading colonials and others tnterested in 
the West Indies met today in London ané¢ 
decided to ask the government to advance a 
substantial loan for the immediate rebuilding 
of the business section of Kingston. They 
desire the longest period for repayment and 
that the government guarantee the loan in- 
suring tae lowest rate of interest. 

The need is regarded as being all the more 
urgent because it is expected that littie in- 
surance money will be paid to the sufferers 
owing to the earthquake clause in their pol- 
icies, 


BIG STEAMER IS AGROUND. 

ST. THOMAS, D. W. 1., Jan. 18.—Messages 
received here from Kingston confirm pre- 
vious reports that the steamer Prinz Walde- 
mar of the Hamburg-American line went 
ashore at 2 o’clock Thursday morning off 
Plum Point lighthouse, Kingston, close to 
where the steamer Prinzessin Victoria Luise 
is aground. A wrecking steamer has gone to 
its assistance. Previous reports that the 
Plum Point and Port Royal lights at Kings- 
ton were ruined are confirmed. 

The Plum Point lighthouse was at a'point 
ten miles east of Kingston,-whither the 
steamer was bound when it struck. The 
Prinz Waldemar left Port Limon the day of 
the earthquake. The shocks having de- 
stroyed the lights, the steamer presumably 
lost ita way.

ONE DOCTOR SAYS ANOTHER 
VIOLATES THE HEALTH LAWS. 


Dr. F. A. Leusman Wants Dr. W. H. 
Allport Prosecuted for Alleged Re- 
moval to Hospital of Fever Case. 


Alleging that Dr. W. H. Allport, 55 Rush 
street, sent a sé¢ariet fever patient to St. 
Luke’s hospital without notifying the hos- 
pital authorities of the nature of the disease, 
Dr. F. A. Leusman, 270 East Huron street, 
is trying to have Health Commissioner 
Charles J. Whalen mandamused by the Cir- 
cuit court and thus compelled to prosecute 
Dr. Allport for alleged violation of the city 
ordinances. 

Dr. Aliport last night said he acted in an 
emergency that justified the sending of the 
patient, Harry Weiss, 10 years old, 448 Chi- 
cago avenue, to St. Luke’s, although he ad- 
mitted that he did not remember whether 
he reported to the hospital authorities that 
the child had scarlet fever. 

Dr. Leusman last night explained his ac- 
tion against the health commissioner in this 
way: 

eT should say that it was the week before 
Christmas that the boy, who had been re- 
covering from scarlet fever, suffered a re- 
lapse. I was called and found the child suf- 
fering with convulsions. The father wanted 
a consultation. His employer suggested Dr. 
Allport, to which I was agreeable. I had to 
leave the house before Dr. Allport arrived. 

‘Dr. Allport sent the child to St. Luke’s 
in a private ambulance without notifying the 
health authorities or the hospital people that 
he was moving a scarlet fever patient.” 

Dr. Allport said: ‘' The case was an emer- 
gency one and I was justified in what I did. 
To show that my action was not unprece- 
dented, I will say that when the patient was 
moved from 8t. Luke’s to the county hospital 
another scarlet fever patient was moved 
with him. While he was at the hospital the 
boy was isolated and head a special nurse. 
The ambulance was thoroughly disinfected 
after use .- 

“The boy was unconscious from convul- 

sions and had severe kidney trouble when I 
went tosee him. Dr. Leusman had gone.”

After hearing 
the arguments on both sides, including some 
scathing personalities, and viewing a petition 
of protest bearing the signatures of 96 per 
cent of the property owners of the district, 
six of the aldermen voted not to establish 
the district. The four other members of 
the committee who were present announced 
their intention to make a minority report to 
the city council. 


‘Woman Suffrage Convert Made. 


After the vote on the proposition was an- 
nounced Mrs. John McCauliff, 824 Pensacola 
avenue, said: 

‘For the first time I can see the necessity 
and value of woman's suffrage. From this 
moment I am going to fight to place the ballot 
in the hands of women. I wonder if any of 
those aldermen have families?’’ 

The vote on Ald. Pringle’s' motion that the 
committee recommend for passage an or- 
dinance making the desired district “ dry.” 
was as follows: | 

YRAS—Pringle, Roberts, Race, McCoid. 

NAYS—Scully, Hoffman, Reese, Dailey, Sie- 
wert, Jacobs. 

Three speakers for each side were heard 
by the committee and each invoked the aid 
of the golden rule to carry his point. 


Plea by Oldest Resident. 


W. R. Bentley, president of the Ravena- 
wood Improvement association, said to be the 
oldest resident of the district, said after pre- 
senting the petition in which the side of the 
property owners was set forth: 

**I don’t claim to be a reformer, I am only 
a clerk. I don’t own any property except 
my home, and those whom I represent— 
clerks, plumbers, workers of all kinds—own 
little or no property other than their homes. 

“This is the fight of the men and women 
who h to keep sacred their homes and 
who do not wish their children to be sub- 
jected to the insults and be compelled to see 
the debauchery that accompanies an amuse- 
ment resort of the kind that thisis. If it is 
at all desirable some other district will be 
perfectly willing to have it,.and I do not 
see why it should be forced upon a community 
which does not want it.’’ 


Angry at Women’s Presence. 

W. J. Kelly, 2750 North Western avenue, 
took up the defense of the amusement park 
and threw a bomb into the “ dry ’’ camp by 
declaring he could prove that more bottled 
beer is sold in the already prohibition dis- 
trict of Ravenswood than in any other resi- 
dence district of Chicago.

RIOT OVER BASKETBALL. 


SCHOOLBOYS FIGHT TILL THB 
POLICE ARE CALLED. 


Game in Wendell Phillips Gymna- 
sium Between Home Team and One 
from Lake Brings On Battle ip 
Which Dumbbells and Indian Clubs 
Are Used—Faculty Peacemaker Is 
Knocked Down and Then Patrol 
Wagon Is Called—No Arrests Made. 


Dumbbelis, Indian clubs, wands, and other 
gymnastic apparatus were used as weapons 
in a free for all fight between pupils of the 
Lake and the Wendell Phillips High schools 
in the latter's gymnasium yesterday after- 
noon ‘The battle was the development of a 
hotly contestéd basketball game, and was 
not checked until the police were called in, 
after a peacemaking instructor had been 
knocked to the floor, several girls trampled 
upon, and two dozen boys badly bruised. 

Eye witnesses give different accounts of 
the battle, according to their alliance with 
the one schoofor the other, but all agree 
that it was a hard fight. Even the cause of 
the warfare is not clear, nothing but the fact 
that “‘somebody started something ’”’ being 
necessary to cause the combatants to pitch 
into each other. 


How the Fight Started. 

The, game was near the whistle of time 
when, according to a composite version of 
the participants, a young man from the Lake 
High school in the stockyards district, and a 
student from Wendell Phillips became entan- 
gled near the center of the oor. The former, 
named Goldbecher, insists in modest wrath 
that the latter, one Van Houten, reputed to 
be much larger in frame and physical equip- 
ment, thrust a foot into his face. Then, not 
satisfied with attacking him in a recumbent 
position, he says, Van Houten struck him 
as he arose to his feet. 

Goldbecher admits that then, and not be- 
fore then, as no opportunity had presented 
itself, he answered in kind; and the battle 
was on. A young man named Kerwin, diplo- 
matic in motive, stepped between the two and 
he received such treatment that his hands be- 
came more active than his voice. From all 
sides players, substitutes, and rooters ran 
into the struggle, striking at any strange face 
that confronted them. 

As one man was “‘ put out’’ he was re- 
placed by another volunteer, and the latest 
comers, having witnessed the strenuosity 
of the struggle, were the best armed, for 
they carried with them articles of the gym- 
nasium equipment that hung on the walls. 
Partisans in the gallery struggied over the 
girl spectators and threw themselves into 
the arena below, and the women, not to be 
outdone, cheered and pushed them on, 


Teachers Are Powerless. 

The fight had enlarged so that hand to hand 
combats were carried from the ** gym ”’ floor 
out into the halls, and when Principal Smith 
and several teacaers arrived the tumult pre- 
vented their being heard. One valiant mem- 
ber of the faculty rushed into the throng and 
was promptly knocked down. Seeing that 
the riot had passed beyond ais control, Prin- 
cipal Smith sent a hurry call to the Stanton 
avenue police. The arrival of a patrol wagon 
brought a comparative peace that was 
strengthened by the appearance of the un:- 
forms in the building. 

Mr. Smith asked that all the participants in 
the fight be arrested, but the policé, unable <o 
find the chief offenders, permitted the players 
to resume the basketball game. endell 
| Phillips won by a score of 34 to 17 in that 
-contest—the score of injuries received and 
given being as yet untabulated. By request 
of the referee Goldbecher and Van Houten 
did nét participate in the basketball contest 


after the fight.

Legislature Will Be Asked for 
Funds to Rebuild the 
Institution. 


ERROR. AS TO SANITATION. 


Convict Labor Could Be Utilized 
in Its Proposed Recon- 
struction.

Springfield, Il1., Jan. 18.—[{Special.]—One of 
the state institutions complained of by Dr. 
Frank Billings, president o. the state board 
of charities, has been condemned entirely 
by the board, which will ask the legislature 
to provide funds for its rebuilding. This 
is the state asylum for insane criminals at 
Chester, which is declared to be in such shapes 
as to require its abandonment. The propo- 
sition is to remove the institution to a nearby 
site on an elevation of land, and have the 
work done so far as possible by the con- 
victs in the Chester penitentiary. 

At present the asylum is located ina valley, 


and its surroundings are declared insanitary . 


to such a degree as not to be tolerable. A 
mistake of a former administration allowed 
the building to be erected where it is now, and 
the members of the board have decided that 
the error will have to be corrected, and will 
ask the general assembly for the necessary 
funds. 


Could Use Convict Labor. 

Chester is so situated with regard to quar- 
ries that considerable of the work can be 
done by convict labor, and it is proposed to 
use as much ag possible of the building ma- 
terial which can be taken from the unfit 
structure. 

The board also ha@ decided to recommend 
that necessary provision be made at the 
Soldiers’ home at Quincy for the admission 
of veterans and their’ wives. The governor 
recommended this in his message at the re- 
quest of an official of the Illinois G. A. R. 
posts, who protested the unfairness of sepa- 
rating indigent veterans from their wives, 
who by reason of this separation would be 
obliged to seek asylum in county poorhouses 
or in. state institutions which might receive 
them, 

In: considering appropriatione the board 
finds itself the center of an animated con- 
test between the superintendents of the in- 
stitutions and State Architect Zimmerman. 
The latter is insistent in demanding appro- 
priations for better ventilation in the insti- 
tutions. The superintendents affirm that 
they have hot air and cold air and a gufii- 
ciency of air of all sorta 

Some of them would like to secure new ad- 
ministration buildings or a few pieces of fur- 
niture for the superintendent's office. They 
believe they can secure ventilation by open- 
ing windows without reconstructing build- 
ings to put in ventilation plants. 


Superintendents in Protest. 


Whenever Mr. Zimmerman has bobbed up 
with a modest request for several thousand 
dollars for ventilation in one of the institu- 
tions,. the superintendent of that institu- 
tion has protested and declared his vehement 
desire to secure something else for the 
same money. 

Members of the appropriations committees 
of both houses are observing the progress of 
the estimates with despair. One legislator 
considered the various propositions with 
equanimity until he reached a request for 
$20,000 for a cowhouse for a herd of forty- 
five cows. Then he contracted a headache 
which has incapacitated him from further 
work. 

At the same time it ie not believed that the 
administration will have much difficulty in 
securing legislative consent for all the ex- 
penditures which are agreed on by the state 
officials as being necessary for the institu- 
tions.

“8. Owing to this, the guarantee fund orig- 
inally subscribed and then deemed sufficient, 
together with a further guarantee fund added 
to the first one by some of the trustees most 
interested, will have been used up and the 
resources of the association therefore ex- 
hausted; and it has not been thought ex- 
pedient to make any further call for this 
season upon those of tae guarantors who 
have made this opening experiment possible. 

“The trustees belleve that the work of the 
New theater company hes been steadily im- 
proving and hope that the short time taat is 
left will show results still more satisfactory.

NEW CRUISER FOR RESERVES 
ASKED FOR BY CHICAGOANS. 


Commercial Association Indorses Pe- 
tition of Commander Purdy to the 
Secretary of the Navy. 


Efforts to secure the assignment of another 
United States cruiser for the use of the IIlli- 
nois naval reserves took tangible form yester- 
day when the Chicago Commercial associa- 
tion forwarded its petition to the secretary of 
the navy, explaining the needs of the reserves 
and reciting the lack of facilities for them 
on the United States steamship Dorothea. 

Commander Purdy of the reserves told the 
association’s executive committee that the 
Dorothea is not large enough to provide quar- 
ters for more than one-eighth the number 
of enlisted men, and asked the support of the 
commercial body in its endeavor to secure 
another ship. 

A resolution was therefore adopted and 
forwarded to the department at Washington, 
urging the granting of the petition of Com- 
mander Purdy.

ERECTOR NOW CATHOLIC 


F. E. J. LLOYD, LONG ANGLICAN 
PRIEST, JOINS ROMAN FAITH. 


Received Into Church by Father 
O'Callaghan at Paulist Parish— 
Wife of Former Preacher Also Bap- 
tised at Same Service—Recent Re- 
nunciation of Protestantism Great 
Surprise to His Flock at Union- 
town, Pa.——Will Give Reasons Later 


At a service as remarkable as it was sol- 
emn F. E. J. Lioyd, for twenty-five years an 
Episcopal clergyman and recognized as one 
of the leading men of that denomination in 
the east, yesterday afternoon at the Paulist 
Fathers’ church, Wabash avenue and El- 
dredge place, renounced his faith in Prot- 
estantism and his former church and was 
formally accepted into the Roman Catholic 
church. Father O'Callaghan officiated. He 
has been an intimate friend of Dr. Lloyd for 
several years. Dr. Lloyd's wife went 
through the service with him, also accept- 
ing the Catholic faith. 

Dr. Lioyd’s recent renunciation of the 
Protestant faith was a great surprise to his 
congregation and brother clergymen in 
Uniontown, Pa., where he had been rector 
of St. Peter’s Protestant Episcopal 
church three years. At his morning and 
evening service he announced his resigna- 
tion. In the pulpit he said nothing of his 
intention of becoming a Roman Catholic, 
but told his hearers that an account of his 
future intentions would appear in the news- 
papers. This told of his abandonment of 
the ministry, doctrine, and discipline of wor- 
ship, to become a Roman Catholic. 

“TI did not consider it honorable to re- 
nounce my faith in the pulpit,’’ said Dr. 
Lloyd yesterday. “I have acted after an 
alrnost lifelong meditation on the subject. 
Even before I entered the seminary I had 
intentions to become a Catholic, but my 
father dissuaded me.” 


Will Give Reasons in Lecture. 

Dr. Lioyd thus far has refused to confide to 
any one the specific reason for his action. 
At the Paulist church the evening of Jan- 
27 he will lecture on ‘“‘ Why I Became a Ro- 
man Catholic,” and for the first time will tell 
why he renounced Protestantism. 

The services by which Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd 
were taken into the Catholic church were 
moetly private and attended only by priests.

PLAN GIANT CONSOLIDATION 


OF FAST DISPATCH LINES. : 


Traffic Managers of Vanderbilt System 
Working on Project for Centraliza- 
tion of Freight Business. — 


New York, Jan. 18.—[{Special. ]—Consolida- 
tion of the management of all the fast freight 
dispatch lines of the various roads com- 
prising the Vanderbilt Hines is being effect- 
ed, though the plans of the variqus freight 
traffic managers, who are working out the 
consolidation, are not sufficiently matured to 
permit any announcement. 

Francis Lebau. assistant freight traffic 
manager of the New York Central lines, in 
discussing the report of the coming con- 
solidation, which infers that the fast freight 
lines are to be consolidated into one, the 
Merchants’ Dispatch company, said tonight 
the contemplated changes were not quite so 
sweeping as that. He admitted, however, 
that there was to bea general reorganization. 

“ Following the death in New York on New 
Year’s day of Arthur Mills, vice president of 
the Merchante Dispatch, a reorganization of 
the dispatch Mnes was started,”’ said Mr. 
Lebau. “ This reorganization can hardly be 
called a merger, because it is not the purpose 
of the directors of the various roatis to have 
the long established fast freight limes abol- 
ished entirely and merged into the Merchants’ 
Dispatch. 

Mr. Lehau said he believed there wae noth- 
ing in any of the interstate commerce laws 
that would prevent the merger of all the dis- 
patch Mines, if an absolute consolidation was 
Gesired, aw concerned east bound freight, al- 
though he said he wasn’t sure that it would 
be allowable for west bound freight. 

The various freight lines which are to be 
affected by the reorganization are: 

The Red line, West Shore line, Jereey Cen- 
tral Dispatch, Lake Shore Dispatch, and the 
White line, operating over the Lake Shore 
and Michigan Southern. ¢ 

The White Mne, operating over the Big 
Four.

bursements during the same period, Jan. 21, 


1904, to Feb. 15, 1905, totaled to $2,634,877T.77. 
Practically all of the money thus paid out 
went into his raflroads,.whtle the balance was 
eaten up by his newspaper or other ventures. 
The report of Bank Examiner Edward P. 
Moxey shows that some months Walsh's ex- 


» penditures from his private account amount- 


ed to $200,000, 3 
“Notes”? Yielded $2,038,176. 
The ‘‘ memorandum notes,” which the gov- 


ernment deems the most flagrant of the of- 


fenses charged, yielded Mr. Walsh's private 
account §2,088,176.14. These, which were 
for $100,000 each, were discounted by the 
bank at various percentages, so that the ac- 
tual amounts derftved on them varied from 
$92,000 to $96,000. 

While each of these transactions, under 
the usual order of things, would constitute 
a count, it was thought best, to. avoid tech- 
nical objections, to restate them and thus 
each one is responsible for seven counts’ in 
the indictment. For instance, if a sum of 
money was paid out to a railroad corpora- 
tion on Walsh's check on a certain day, this 
alone is counted as a misapplication of funds, 
in that it was paid out for the benefit of the 
railroad corporation and not the bank. 

Tt is made to appear that Walsh swelled 
his personal account whenever necessary by 
discounting these fictitious or ‘‘ memoran- 
dum notes.’"” The reasons ascribed by the 
bank for each.of these notes being for $100, - 
000 ts that the fedegal banking laws prohibit 
a national bank from loaning more than 10 
per cent of its capital to any one person or 
corporation. The capital stock of the Chi- 
cago National bank was $1,000,000. 


Security Was Insufficient. 
Deposited with these notes, purporting to 


have been signed by men in the employ of 


Walsh, were bonds, or, in some cases, certifi- 
cates calling for bonds of the very roads to 
the use of which the money was converted. 
The government expects to prove that these 
bonds were unmarketable and worthless as 
bank assets and that no well conducted bank 
would have thought of loaning even a small 
part of what was realized on them by Walsh. 

Among the other counts in the indictment 
are those charging that the money paid out 
was for the benefit of Walsh himself and not 
the railroads. These were drawn up as a 
variation of the general charge, and to meet 
a state of facts showing that Walsh was 
the sole owner of the several enterprises 
which he maintained out of the funds of the 
bank. Other counts were drawn to antict- 
pate technical objections in case the evi- 


dence should vary in slight details from what : 


is now understood by the district attorney. 
The indictment itself is based on section 
5209 of the revised statutes of the United 
States, which makes it a misdemeanor for 
any officer of a national banking association 
to misapply any of the monhers, funds, or 
credits of the bank. The punishment upon 
conviction of this offense is from five to ten 
years in the penitentiary. Should the pun- 
ishment be cumulative John R. Walsh would 
face imprisonment for 1,820 years, but usu-

It will certainly 
be a matter of small moment to show that im 
retaining the stock in these roads, however 
good they might In themselves be, and using 
the bank's money to build them-up, was not 
to the bank'sadvantage. The defense doubt- 
less will argue that, had Walsh been per- 
mitted to go ahead he would have been able 
to repay all the money thus‘ borrowed,’ but 
that in no way mitigates the offense, even 
if it were true.’’ 


Will Call Second Jury. 


Having the question of the first indictment 
of Walsh now disposed of, the district attor- 
ney’s office will begin laying plans for the 
calling of the second grand jury, made nec- 
essary by the redistricting of the northern 
district of Illinois on March 5, 1905. This sec- 
ond grand jury, having cognizance of mat- 
ters that occurred between that date and 
Dec. 18, 1905, -when the bank failed, will be 
summoned early In February. It is to this 
jury that evidence will be submitted and an 
indictment asked egainst Walsh on the 
charge of swearing toa false bank statement. 
It will also have to deal with much the same 
testimony as the grand jury dismissed yes- 
terday regarding ‘‘ memorandum notes,”’ al- 
though there will not be more than seven of 
these to consider. 


Charges in Indictment. 


The indictment returned yesterday alleges 
the cfediting of John R., Walsh’s personal 
account with the proceeds of “‘ memorandum 
notes "’ as follows:

It seemed a long time while the clerk was | 


unfolding the paper and preparing to read it.

Jurors Thanked by Judge. 


“Well, go on your way and remember 
what you are doing in the future,’ replied 
the judge. Then he turned to the jurors, 
thanked them for their patience and earnest- 
ness in listening to the evidence, and dis- 
missed them. 

The jury had not been near to a conviction 
at any time in ite deliberations, According 
to one of the members of the jury the first 
ballot, taken immediately after entering 
the jury room at 1:25 p. m., showed nine for 
acquittal and three for conviction. 

An hour later there was another ballot and 
one of the three men had switched over to 
“not guijty.”” A short time later there was 
over, leaving but one man for “ guilty.’’ 


Finally they were unanimous. 


It is said the three men who first held out 
were Charles D. Marsh, Foreman Dent, and 
Van Buren Martin. Just which one of the 
three held the jury until evening could not 
be learned. None of the jurors at any time, 
it is said, voted to hang Knudson. 


Tells Children Good Night. 


A scene which was enacted in the court- 
room shortly before the jurors returned their 
verdict waa more dramatic even than Knud- 
soh’s reception of the favorable decision. 

Knudeon had been called Into the court- 
room when Judge Kavanagh decided that a 
verdict might not be returned during the 
night. While the judge was taking the three 
little Knaidson children sat back of their 
father. Then, when the prisoner was told 
to return to his cell they could restrain 
themepelves no longer—they threw them- 
selves in his arms. 

** Ain’t you comin’ home tonight, pa? The 
jury went out, they said,”’ said Hannah, 
clinging to her) father’a neck. 

‘** Not yet. It won't) be long before I will 
come home to you. Go home now and be 
good little children,” he said. 


Thought He Already Was Free. 


The children cried. They had believed, be- 
cause the jurors had gone out, their father 
was free to go home with them. 

Knudson lifted each child up into his arms 
and said good night once more, and was led 
to his cell for the last time. But the children 
were not to be comforted. Even the crowd of 
curiosity seekers who crowded the court- 
room—many of whom had not been touched 
by the most pathetic details of the trial— 
wept at sight of the grief of the children. 

At lest their tears were dried and, on the 
promise that their father would be with them 
today, they permitted themselves to be car- 
ried to an automobile and to an Lilinois Cen- 


tral train. 
Joy in Contractor’s Family. 

The three children arrived in| West Pull- 
man shortly before midnight, not knowing 
that ‘their father had been acquitted. 

A reporter for THe TRIBUNE was the first 
person to notify them that their father was 
free. At first they were incredulous. Then, 
as the full import of the news dawned on 
them, they fairly “jumped for joy’ and 
wept happy tears. They feit a childish bit- 
terness towards Assistant State’s Attorney 
Barbour. 

‘‘He ig a funny man to treat my papa 
so,” sald Gustav. “I wouldn't shake hands 
with him.’’ 

‘Tam going after my turtle doves to show 
them to papa just as soon as he gets here,” 
said Walfred. 

“1 shall sit up all night with him when 
he comes,” said Anna, with glistening eyes. 


Knudson Eats at Restaurant. 

Meanwhile Knudson, having walked as a 
free man out of the courtroom, went to the 
Union restaurant for supper with his two 
attorneys and two friends, Charles and J. 
Keller. 

A few patrons of the café, when the news 
was circulated around, came up and looked 
curiously at the Norwegian. 

“My children,” said Knudson to his at- 
torneys, “have they been told that I am 
a free man?’ 

“We told them that you would be home 
soon,”’ answered one of the Keller brothers, 
The released prisoner gave a long breath. 

‘* All I want now is to get to my children,” 
said he. *‘ They are al) I have to live for. 
They told the truth when they were before 
the jury. They are dear little children. I 
never before knew how much I loved them.” 


Will Remain at West Pullman. 

“ Bive months is a long time to be in jail,’’ 
he continued, slowly, * but I did not suffer. 
Jailer Whitman and the others were good to 
me. I knew that I was innocent. I did not 
fear. I prayed. I thought I would be found 
innocent, though sometimes you can’t tell 
what juries will do. 

“Tt is all over now. I am going back to 
West Pullman to take up my life again. I 
shall remain there. There is my business. 
There are my friends, loyal friends. It was 
only a few—persons who had quarreled with 
me over contracts—who said I poisoned my 
wife.”’ 

Knudson will not go to work today. He 
said he wanted to rest and he wanted his 
ehiidren to rest.

From the letters it appears that children 
are Hkely to be as prominent in the. Billek 
case as they have been in the Knudson trial. 


Popular Interest in Case. 


The Knudeon case has aroused intense pop- 
ular interest because of the many unusual 
features which have characterizedit. Chief 
of these were a fancied similarity to the case 
of Johann Hoch, the details of which are 
fresh in the popular mind, and the appearance 
on the witness stand late in the trial of the 
acctsed man’s children, 

Johanna Augusta Knudson died at her 
home, 11815 Union avenue, West Pullman. 
March 17, 1906. The deeth certificate, issued 
by Dr. Frank A. Maguy, stated that the 
woman died of acute gastritis. Repeated ac- 
cusations of foul play, however, were made 
by Mrs. Alma Wieser, a half sister of the 
dead woman, and at her request an inquiry 
was instituted under the direction of Coroner 
Hoffman, State’s Attorney Healy, and As- 
sistant Chief Schuettier. 


Body Examined by Chemists. 


Knudeon asserted his innocence and onone 
occasion had Mrs. Wieser arrested on a 
charge of slander, but the woman persisted 
in her accusations. Mrs. Knudson’s body 
was exhumed in Mount Hope cemetery on 
July 19 and several of the organs were ex- 
amined by Prof. Haines of the Rush Medical 
college and other experts. 

Harry Olson, now chief justice of the Mu- 
nicipal courts,*but then assistant state's at- 
torney, examined the evidence and said there 
were strong indications of arsenical] poison- 
ing, and on Aug. 7 a coroner’s jury held 
Knudson on a charge of murder. He was in- 
dicted at the September term of the grand 
jury. 

The trial was begun before Judge Kav- 
anagh Jan. 8, 1907. 

The evidence introduced by the prosecution 
was designed, in addition to proving that 
Mrs. Knudson came to her death through 
arsenical poisoning, to show a dual motive 
for the crime—the obtaining of the insurance 
on the woman’s life and a desire on the part 
of the defendant to be rid of his wife in order 
that he might marry one Helen Westberg. 

The principal witnesses for the state were 
Mr. and Mrs. Wieser, in whose accusations 
the case originated; Helen Heeselfeldt, a 
young girl who became a member of the 
Knudson household and subsequently, ac- 
cording to her testimony, became a “ de- 
tective’’ and followed Knudson about the 
city at Mrs. Knudson's request, and the ex- 
perts who examined the heart, liver, and 
brain of the dead woman. 

The most sensational testimony was that 
of the Hesselfeldt girl, who told of midnight 
trips to disreputable districts, invitations to 
women to visit Knudson’s house and “ meet 
the children,’’ and visits made by the chil- 
dren to questionable houses, in which the 
children remained for periods of several 
days. 

Children Defend Their Father. 

In refutation of this testimony the coun- 
sel for the defense introduced the evidence of 
a score of Knudson’s neighbors, who said he 
had a good reputation. Finally, within three 
days of the end of the trial, the Knudson 
lawyers placed the two older children, Anna, 
aged 11, and Gustav, 12, on the stand to de- 
scribe the circumstances of their mother’s 
last illness and her treatment by their father. 

The fact that these children, with their 8 
year old brother, Walfred, were in court dur- 
ing each day of the hearing, aroused interest 
to such a pitch that the courtroom was 
crowded to its capacity dally.

This law is a relic of the old days when cus- 
toms funds were paid in gold and befere the 
government was accustomed to have so large 
& surplus that it had to deposit its funds in 
national banks to prevent a serious deficit 
in general circulation. Everybody in con- 
gress, and the treasury officials as well, is 
in favor of this bill, and if any kind of finan- 
cial measure is passed such provision surely 
will be included in ft. 


Old Aldrich Bill Is Favored. 

There is a strong sentiment in congress 
in favor of the passage of what used to be 
known as the Aldrich bill. This was intro- 
duced by Senator Aldrich some years ago, 
just at the conclusion of a session of con- 
gress, but it was withdrawn because there 
was not time enough to get it through in 
view of the opposition which had been raised 


against it. 

The Aldrich bill proposed merely that the 
sécretary of the treasury should collect in- 
terest on the vast sums of government 
money deposited in national banks. At the 
same time it was provided that security for 
these government deposits might be in the 
form of state, county, municipal, or approved 
railroad securities. 

Various safeguards were thrown around 
the kind of security to be accepted, but the 
Aldrich bill would have provided a safe basis 
for government deposits, and, at the present 
time, would put the government in receipt 
of something like $2,000,000 a year, or enough 
to pay the interest on the entire cost of the 
Panama canal under the original estimates. 

There ig little doubt thet the intent of the 
existing law was to require that government 
bonds should be used as a basis of security 
for all government deposits. When these 
deposits grew to such enormous figures— 
having averaged recently about $160,000,- 
000—there were not government bonds 
enough to go around, owing to the demand 
for these securities to back up national bank 
circulation. 


Shaw Violates Spirit, of Law. 

Under these circumstances Sétretary Shaw 
did a bold thing. He violated the spirit of 
the law, although possibly he adhered to its 
letter. 

The kind of bonds,to be used as securities 
was not clearly specified in the law, although 
it was manifest that government securities 
were intended to be designated. 

Secretary Shaw has broken a good many 
precedents and traditions of the treasury 
department, and this was one of them. He 
has accepted approved securities of the sav- 
ings bank type as a basis of government de- 
posits. 

The Aldrich bill, therefore, proposes to do 
by authority of law only what Secretary 
Shaw has been doing in spite of law. It would 
have created a good market for ali local secu- 
rities of states, counties, and cities which 
were on a sound financial basis. 

The Aldrich law discriminated* against 
bonds and stocks which had not been paying 
interest and dividends, and it also discrim- 
inated against securities of public bodies, 
states, or municipalities which in recent 
times hgd repudiated their obligations. 


Would Remove Many Suspicions. 

It may be more difficult to pass the Aldrich 
section of the proposed new financial bill than 
some of the other paragraphs, but it is more 
desirable in some ways than any of them. 
If the banks were required to pay interest 
it would put an end to the suspicion that at 
times there was favoritism in the distribu- 
tion of the public account. The banks which 
ha@ the best opportunities for turning funds 
over naturally- would be ina position to offer 
the largest rates of interest. > 

On the other Hand, when the demand for 
money slackened, there would be a tendency 
on the part of banks to turn the money back 
into the treasury so as to escape interest 
charges. This, in a measure, would give to 
the country an elastic currency, which bank- 
ers and various secretaries o the treasury 
and controllers of the currency have been in- 
sisting upon for many years. 

It is said of the prospective composite finan- 
cial bill that it will include such measures as 
a preliminary canvass shows can be passed 
without opposition, so that if the Aldrich 
scheme or any other idea arouses too much 
opposition i will not be included in the bill 
which is to come out from the senate finance 
committee in the near future. 


BEVERIDGE WARNS COLLEAGUES 


Declares, After Interview with Presi- 
dent, He Will Not Agree to Vote 
Against Blackburn Amendment.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—Senator Bev- 
eridge notified the republican leaders in the 
senate today that under no circumstances 
would he be bound to vote against Senator 
Blackburn’s amendment to Senator Forak- 
er’s Brownsville resolution, disclaiming any 
intention to deny the president's right to dis- 
charge the troops on account of the Browns- 
ville riot. The notification was given imme- 
diately after the senator reached the capitol 
from the White house, but he declared that In 
taking his position he had done so because of 
his own views, and not because of anything 
the president had said. 

After the senate met, Senator Beveridge 
Was engaged in conversation with Senator 
Warner of Missouri, who announced himself 
in hearty accord with the Indiana senator's 
views. From that time on conferences were 
frequent on the republican side of the senate 
chamber, and other senators took position in 
favor of the Blackburn provision. 

There has been no cessation in the effort to 
bring about harmony, and there was renewed 
talk today of a conference of republican sen- 
ators to secure that result. Mr. Beveridge, 
however, announced himself as opposed to a 
conference, and intimated that even if one 
should be held he would not be bound by it. 
The plan of the opponents of the Blackburn 
amendment on the republican side ‘is to 
amend the Blackburn provision so as to re- 
quire an investigation into the entire race 
questién, and then to lay the whole matter on 
the table.

A. M. Bangs, Object of Attack by 
Other Contractors, Mixed 
in Their Deals. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 18.—[{Special.]— 
The McArthur-Gillespie combination, which 
made the third lowest bid last Saturday 
for the confitract for the construction of the 
Panama canal, is fighting openly for the 
job, trying to show reason why the con- 
tract should be given to them instead of to 
William J. Oliver and Anson M. Bangs, the 
lowest bidders. Counsel for the combination 
went to the. White house this evening and 
made representations to the president. T. P. 
Shonts, chairman of the canal commission, 
and Richard R. Rogers, general counsel for 
the commission, also Listened to the ergu- 
ments. 

It is expected that within a day or two 
the fight will be even more open than it now 
is. Mr. Shonte and his associates are mak- 
ing a thorough investigation of the standing 
of Messrs. Oliver and Bangs. 

A se&rch of the offices of the war daepart- 
ment has disclosed that Oliver always had 
fulfilled hig obligations, but the documents 
showed that Bangs now is practically in ar- 
rears on three of his contracts with the 
national government. 


Connected with Capt. Carter. 

The connection of Bange with Capt. Ober- 
lin M. Carter and Greene and Gaynor in the 
Savannah work is also urged againet him. 
Marion Erwin, special assistant to the attor-

Regard- 
ing the letting of contract No. 5,811, Cum- 
berland sound, in which Bangs was brought 
forward to make a fight to drive competitors 
Sut of the field, Mr. Erwin says: 

“ Bangs’ bid was a Greene and Gaynor bid, 
and the proposal of Bangs wasreally written 
out and signed in Bangs’ name by M. A. Con- 
nolly, Carter’s confidential clerk.”’ 


Must Show Financial Ability. 

It was shown in the trial of Capt. Carter 
and of Greene and Gaynor that Bangs’ name 
to one bid was forged to by one of Carter's 
clerks. But Bangs did not’ repudiate the 
bid. Instead, he went down from New York 
to Savannah and signed it himself. Greene 
and Gaynor did the work, and the checks 
were turned over to them by Capt. Carter. 

Before any decision is reached the presi- 
dent and Chairman Shonts will give Oliver 
and Bangs an opportunity to show their 
financial standing and ability to construct 
the canal. They will be. required to show 
that they have available fissets of $5,000,000. 
In other words, the government will demand 
a bond of $2,000,000 and $3,000,000 cash to 
carry on the work. 


BAILEY INQUIRY IS ORDERED; 
COMMITTEE TO SIFT CHARGES 


Method of Investigation Agreed To by 
Texas House Regarded as Score for 
the Senator’s Faction.

Mr. De Armond’s bill provides briefly that 
the president, by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, for reasons stated In 
the nomination, may appoint a successor 
ar ete the latter to be immediately re- 

“ As the constitution now stands,” Mr. De 
Armond said tonight, “ all federal judges are 

appointed for life. They can be gotten out of 
office only by their retirement, resignation, 
death, or impeachment. A law of congress, 
passed in pursuance of its power under the 
constitution, provides for the retirement of 
judges after reaching 70 years and after ten 
years’ service. 

“ The bill I have introduced was suggested 
by various occurrences which have come to 
my attention while serving as a member of 
the house judiciary committee. Every now 
and.then pressure is brought for the creation 
of an additional judgeship in the District of 
Columbia, it being claimed that some of the 
judges in service are old or infirm or ill. 
It occurred to me that in cases of this char- 
acter some means should be provided to get 
such judges off the bench. This cannot be 
done by impeachment and they will not re- 
sign. I have, therefore, framed a bill author- 
izing the president to retire thezn by nominat- 
ing their successors.” 


Cites Effect of Law. 

Mr. De Armond was asked what would be 
the effect of such a law as he proposes in 
case of a judge like Judge Humphrey, who 
— a decision distasteful to the pres- 
ident. 

“If my bill had been a& law at the time of 
the beef trust decision,” he responded, “‘ the 
president would have had authority to send to 
the senate the nomination of a successor to 
Judge Humphrey, who thereupon would have 
been retired with the pay of his office. The 
senate, of course, would pass upon the suffi- 
ciency of the reasons advanced by the pres- 
ident for Humphrey’s retirement.’’:

In this way Mayor Dunne’s school boaré 
yesterday voted to honor the “ father of sin- 
gle tax” and the patron saint of Assistant 
Mayor Tom Johnson, ‘Deputy Assistant 
Mayor Haley, and Louis F. Post. 

The school which heneeforth will bear the 
name of George is at One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth street and Watt avenue, Pullman. 

The question of finding a proper name for 
the school wag broached by School Architect 
Dwight Heald Perkins, who appeared before 
the committee and anncunced that the new 
cia had progressed to the christening 

Raymond Robins Is Sponsor. 

Chairman George Duddleston explained 
that when the last school was named Coper- 
nicus by Dr. Wladyslaw A. Kufiewski the 
committee had decided to Jet Trustee Ray- 
mond Robins name the next new school. 

Trustee Robins said he hadn't thought of 
any suitable name. Then President Ritter 
spoke up. He said he had two names to pre- 
sent for consideration. One was that of Na- 
thaniel Pope, Illinois territorial delegate to 
congress, the other that of Henry George. 
He said both names had been suggested to 
him by friends. It was then that Mr. Robins 
awoke to his opportunity. 

“I prefer the name Henry George,” he 
said. “I do not know of any name I would 
rather see on a school building than that of 
Henry George.”’ 

“If there’s no objection Henry George gets 
it,” announced Chairman Duddleston. ' 

Then President Ritter informed his col- 
leagues that he would claim the right to name 
the next school after the pioneer Pope. 


Corporal Punishment Is Urged. 

A green twig will be used to solve the “ boy 
problem ” in the public schools instead of soft 
words of encouragement if the Central 
Teachers’ council has ite way. : 

This organization, which is a semi-official 
body of teachers representing district coun- 
cils all ower the city, adopted a resolution 
calling on the board to give school principals 
authority to use corporal punishment in all 
cases where the consent of parents has been 
secured. ; 

The teachers held that if Johnny’s father 
and mother give their O. K. to the use of the 
switch, the rod, or the ruler, the board should 
not interfere. They said the soft word rem- 
edy had been tried long enough and they 
expressed the belief that the switch would 
not only make better schools, but also would 
go a long way toward reducing the number 
of inmates at the Parental and John Worthy 
schools. 

Request Is Made Openly. 

The resolution was worded without any at- 
tempt at concealing the issue. it follows: 

Resolved, That we, the Central: Teachers’ coun- 
cil, representing district councils, request the 
board of education to give authority to school 
principals to use corporal punishment with the 
consent of the parents of the children. 

The resolution was adopted by a vote of 13 
to 7. When the vote was first taken the 
chairman, Ellen White, a teacher in the Har- 
rison school, announced that the resolution 
had been lost. Division was called for, and on 
the standing vote it was found to have been 
adopted. The resolution was presented by 
District No. 4, and Willlam Radebaugh, 
principal of the Webster school, was said to 
have originated the movement. 


BOARD MAY SPEND $500,000 
TO BUILD NEW GIRLS’ SCHOOL 


Technical Institution Favored by Supt. 
Cooley and Miss Jane Addams May 
Be Approved. 


The erection of a technical high school for 
girle is planned by the board of education. 
The bullding, which will cost at least $500.000, 
will be devoted wholly to tnetruction in cook- 
ing, sewing, dressmaking, millinery, applied 
design, modeling, and’ kindred subjects. It is 
to occupy the same ficld In the education of 
the girl that the manual training high school 
fills in the education of the boy. 

The plan for the erection of the school was 
outlined’ in a report submitted to the school 
management committee by Superintendent of 
Schhols Edwin G. Cooley and Miss Jane 
Addams, who had been named as a subcom- 
mittee to draft a plan for the extension of 
domestic science and household arts work 
in the high schools. The report was accepted. 

A beginning of the work of extending the 
courses in domestic science and household 
arts to the high schools will be made as an 
experiment in the Lake High echool and the 
William McKinley High school, where sew- 
ing, cooking, applied design, and modeling 
will be taught.

Honors in the first “triangular” debate 
ever held among the western universities 
were carried‘off last evening by the repre- 
sentatives of Michigan, who won both their 
contests, defeating both Northwestern and 
Chicago. The Evanston school laid claim to 
second place under the new system, ag it de- 
feated Chicago, while the Midway school had 
but two defeats on its record. : 

Under the new plan, which is a substitute 
for the “ semi-finals and finals’’ system fol- 
lowed for several years by the western col- 
leges, each of the three members of the league 
placed in the field two teams, one to sup- 
port the negative and the other the affirma- 
tive of the question: 

“A progressive inheritance tax should be 
levied by the federal government, constitu- 
tionality conceded.”’ 


Three Contests Held. 

This arrangement brought about three 
meetings, one team of each college school 
going to the home grounds of one of the 
others. That Michigan was entitled to its 
laurels was signified by the fact that uphold- 
ing the affirmative in its own camp at Ann 
Arbor the decision of the judges was unani- 
mous in their favor as against Chicago, 
while Michigan's second trio, opposing the 
issue at Evanston, also won the verdict of 
the judges without a dissenting voice. 

In the third debate, that between North- 
western and Chicago, at Mandel hall, the 
former, on the negative side, was given the 
decision unanimously. 

At Evanston Michigan was represented by 
8S. H. Downey, George Eves, and J. W. Mac- 
Candleff, and their opponents were A. A. 
Isaacs, J. M. Lorenz, and G. L. Campbell. 
The judges were Prof. Jesse Macey of lowa 
college, Justice Scott M. Ladd of the Iowa Su- 
preme court, and H. K. Butterfield, United 
States district. attorney at Hartford, Wis, 
Judge Orrin N. Carter of the Ininoils Su- 
preme court presided.

FROST WARNS ‘WHITE GLOVES.’ 


Tells Policemen They Must Not As- 
sume Activity in Politics, but Keeps 
Busy Himself in Mayoralty Race. 


The white gloved men of the Evanston 
police force are not permitted to become 
active in politics, as such conduct might 
injure their reputation. 

In an order issued recently by Col, A. 8. 
Frost, the city’s military chief, members of 
the force are told:

In onder to heat off lexisiation providing 
for a flat 2 cent passenger fare the western 
railways will submit to the legislatures of 
Iowa, Wisconsin, and Minnesota and to 
either the legislature or the state railroad 
and warehouse commission of Illinois a 
Proposition looking to the. voluntary adop- 
tion by the roads of a 2% cent rate in these 
states. They may make a similar proposi- 
tion to the lawmakers or commissions of 
some other western states, although this is 
not now considered probable. 

Well informed railway officials are prao- 
tically agreed that it will be futile uncom- 
promisingly to oppose the ular agitation 
for a 2 cent fare, at least nt the states men- 
tioned. They do not concede that such a 
rate would be remunerative. On the con- 
trary, they contend that the only portion of 
the country not 'now having a 2 cent rate 
in which it would be fair are the more thick- 
ly settled parts of Indiana and Illinois. It 
is maintained that even a 2% cent rate will 
not be generally profitable—that, in fact, 
even the present 8 cent fare is positively 
unprofitable in a great part of the west. 


Choose Lesser of Two “Tilg,’? 


A proposition to compromise on 2% cents is 
being considered by railway officials, for the 
reason that they fear if they do not agree to 
this they will have a 2 cent rate forced upon 
them, unless they get relief by appealing to 
the courts. 

“ One argument used tn favor of 2 cent fare 
laws in western states,” saida passenger offi- 
cial yesterday, “is that such a law was 
passed in Ohip and the roadb accepted it 
without a fightin the courts. The fact is not 
considered that Qhio has a population of 
5,000,000 persons, or almost as much as Wis- 
consin, Minnesota, and Iowa combined. 
Passenger rates must correspond to density 
of traffic to be fair, and the amount of traffic 
depends on the number of people “oe along 
the railway.” 


Confer on Switching Charges. 


A conference between Illinolg shippers and 
railways regarding switching rates in Illi- 
noils was held in the morning at headquar- 
ters of the Western Trunk Line association 
in the Railway Exchange building. A com- 
mittee composed of three railway traffic men 
and three shippers was appointed to go over 
the whole matter and try to find a basis fora 
compromise satisfactory to both sides, . The 
meeting was adjourned subject to the call 
of this committee. 

The state railway and warehouse commit- 
tee, at whose instance the conference took 
place, was not represented at the meeting. 
Its members are keeping hands off in the 
hope that the shippers and railways will be 
able to agree. The comrhission has indicated 
that if they do agree it will adopt whatever 
rule regarding switching and switching rates 
they may propose. 


To Attack Power of Commission. 


The Wheeling and Lake Erie, a part of the 
Wabash syetem, will attack in the federal 
courts the validity of the law under which 
the Ohio state railroad and warehouse com- 
mission acts. The occasion of the suit will 
be a ruling by the commission relating to the

‘STUDENTS ARE PLEASED. 


Action; While More Mild than 
Expected by Radical Ele- 
ment, Is Effective. 


Ann Arbor, Mich., Jan. 18.—[{Special.]—The 
board of regents pried Michigan loose from 
the western intercollegiate conference today. 
Although their action was much milder than 
the radically revolutionary spirits had ex- 
pressed it would be, their recommendation 
that the faculty board of athletic control de- 
clare Michigan's relations with the confer- 
ence settled is, all feel, in order to bring 
about what the Wolverine students and 
alumni have clamored for since January of 
last year. 

No recommendation of the regents, who 
are absolute rulers of the university, ever 
has been disregarded, and this one is not 
likely to be, the more especially because in 
the board are four students keen for getting 


‘out of the conference and some professors 


who have become disgusted with the domi- 
neering attitude of the small colleges in the 
‘big nine.” Should the regents’ recom- 


“mendation meet with unusual oppesition from 
lsany source it probably would be changed to 


an order at the next meeting. 

The subject of athletics came up for dis- 
cussion informally at the morning session 
today. Some of the board were prepared to 
put through the entite revolutionary pro- 

Withdraw Michigan from the con- 
ference and put Fitzpatrick and Baird on 
the board of athletic control. Others thought 
the milder action would gerve the same end 
and, seeing this, the radicals quickly acceded 
to the plan. It is said that before long Phys- 
ical Lecturer Fitzpatrick will given a 
place on the board of control. 

News of the regents’ action quickly trav- 
ersed the campus, where the guides of Mich- 
igan's destinies came out of the university 
morning session. Students gathered in 

to throw up their battered “lids” and 
cheer. Nota few of the faculty looked on ap- 
provingly, apparently wishing they didn't hold 
positions too dignified to permit their join- 


in. 

Everywhere there revived talk of victories 
to be won in the east and west in the spring; 
and fall sports. It was a great change from 
the gloom which reigned at Michigan a week 
ago. None of the athletic authorities cared 
to say anything about the action, because it 
had not been officially reported, but all looked 
mightily pleased. 

The board of control probably will meet 
next Monday night.

A model farm school for dependent girls, 
where they may live in cottages and grow 
healthy in the open country under the most 
favorable conditions, is the institution 
planned by Mrs. Hannah G. Solomon and her 
associates to take the place of the Pvanston 
Industrial School for Girls, now under their 
management. 

In an address before the Women’s gulld 
of St. Peter’s Episcopal church yesterday 
Mrs. Solomon said tangible plans are under 
way to make the desired transformation 
epeedily. As president of the board of direc- 
tors, recently appointed to take charge of the 
school, she explained that 
would be made early in February to dispose 
of the Evanston property and establish a well 
equipped farm in the country, possibly at 
Park Ridge. 

The women of the gulld were enthusiastic 
over the plan and a number of those present 
were eager to learn how they might assist 
in bringing the project to an early consumma- 
tion. 


Assails the Former Board. 

Mrs. Solomon criticised the existing meth- 
eds employed inthe management of tre girls’ 
industrial schools of the city and state, and 
e@ssailed in particular the Evanston institu- 
thom which she and a number of other women 
_ have undertaken to rejuvenate. Some of the 
of the former board, she said, were 


ie away from the city for months and years at a 


time and failed to take the proper interest 
{nm the school. 

She minced no words in accusing the former 
board of using unwise methods in the finan- 
cial manegemrent of the school, and depre- 
cated the fact that the property now is in- 
cumbered with a mortgage of $25,000. In 
genera] Mre. Solomon urged new tactics in the 
management of industrial schools. 

“ The courte,” she asserted, “ are dumping 
all kinds of girls into the Evanston schoo! and 
lato other similar schools.” 


Would Bar Out Delinquents. 
She said the daughters of irresponsible 
shoul@ not be “ dropped down " into 
am institution primarily organized to take 
care of dependent girls, and she opposed ac- 
cepting such girls for $10 a month. 
“ Schools with a ‘ dependent ’' state charter 
like ours should not be used to receive de- 
girls,” ehe continued. ‘“‘ One sucb 
girl might jeopardize the welfare of the 
other 150. A great city like Chicago should 
have enough inetitutions so that girls could be 
classified properly and placed where they 
belong. The Evanston scifool was not de- 
signed for a baby farm or a polite boarding
